at tho time of his failure, and ought to
surrender it now to the creditors. The
love between Dogge and Herold at the
present is not such a3 bound Damon and
Pythias, and they never speak as they
pass by in going to and from the court
room, The case has airemly occupied
four days, and if the mass of testimony
recoives the attention of Judge Chap-
man during the coming dog days,
that gentleman will be more at-
tenuated than he is at the present time.

TO HECOVER A REBATE.

Jumes D. Russell, of Elk Creek, John-
son county, assignee of McLure & Grif-
fin, has commenced suit in the Lancaster
county district court to roecover rebate
due MoLure & Gniffin from the Chicago,
Burlington & Quincy railrond on grain
ghipped by tho ubove lirm to Chicago
over that company’'s lines. The petition
recites that a contract was made between
McLure & Griflin on the one part and the
railroad on the other by which the com-
PpaAny WAS a8 & common carrier to trans-
port corn from Elk Creek, Neb., to Chi-
engo for 80 cents per 100 pounds, and,
further, that on Pnylnent ot this the sum
of 10 cents per 100 was to be paid back to
the grain firmm. The firm of McLure &
Griftin, in the month of October, 1856,
shipped corn over the railroad for which
the company demanded snd received
$1,070 as freight at 30 cents per 100. The
nlfezntion 18 that the 10 cent rebate was
never paid back by the railroad, and that
consequently there is due the plaintitf the
pum of $388 as wmud rebate
under the contract, and thas this
gum is now in the hands of de-
fendant and wrongfully withheld under
the contract. The defendant, 1t is
claimed, hna been repeatedly notified of
«the debt, but refuses to pay, and thers-
fore judgment is asked for the entire
amount, with intervst from October 18,
1880, st 10 per cont, Judge 8.

What the Judges and Clients Did in
Them This Morning.

decree of divorce from him, alleging ox-
treme cruclty and neglect, Cochran is
anold man probably seventy years of age,
and with his bald *mml and long, white

beard, resembles  wvery  closely the
patrinreh  that  ornaments all _St,
Jacoly's  OIl  signs; while Mrs.

Cochran is a woman of nol over
thirty-three, r:flit in form, with big light-
ray eyes anc aprofusion of taffy-colored
butigs. She is a4 woman of considerable
intelligence, and tells her story with a
glibness and a graphicness that greatly
heightens its interest.  She told how she
hnd met the “wicked, old man," as she
styles him, through an advertisement in
a puper; how she was induced to leave
her home at North Bend and marey him,
by promises of a palatial home and o hife
of ense and luxury in Omaha; how she
found an empty, barren cottage when she

ot here, how she cooked his supper, cut
1l beard and bathed him: how shoe
dressed and cooked the ehickens he sur-
réputiously enticed from the coops of his
neigzhbors, and how, linally, he with-
drew the warmth of his love from her
and bestowed it upon a raw German sor-
vantgirl; how he borrowed and squnn-
dered her money, beat and knocked her
about like an old discarded pedal en-
velope, and capped the climax one night
by bodily tiring her out of the door. She
told all this and volumes besides, and
mnde herself out n much-abused and
maltreated oreature, On the other side,
it is nalleged, that when Katie married
Cochran she sanid she was o widow, that
her dead husband’s name was Joseph
Rhul, but her story, at the time was con-
sidered by the old gentleman's friends ns
a trifle umbrageous, and after the nfel-
icities between the misallied eouple
began to crop out, they began to
ingquire into the matter, and a detective
direovered that Rul! was not dead, but
that he wus alive and conducting some
sort of a joint in Rochester, IN. Y. Mrs.
Cochran, on being apprised of this de-
velopment, deeclared that she had never
been married to Rbhul, but had lived with
him, and that she had told the story of
their marriage because she wanted o,
and that there had never boen lmyl.hinﬁ
criminal about her relations with Rul
or any other man.
